Whip* and Tories, ItadicalH and 
Cin.-iTviiihei, Krce Tradt'tn and 1'rotsf- 
linni iH, have at lenj;lh Tuund a BToiind, 
uiul a pi.litieal primml loo, U]Kin which 
Ibey can meet together on terms of u^khI 
felloivnbip — u ground which require. ou 
coniirniriiiTie of jmrty inlcreit*. but alfolds 
ample room for Ihe fJirdial co-operation 
of all. That pround ia nupplied by the 
(mention of Colunial Kcfotm. Here 
there in a common object, sonfrht in- 
deed for different purpose* and under 
different impulnrn t but nought with 
hearty food will by thonr who on 
mirnt other tjuenlions arc wide aa the 
pole, aauntier.

The object* of ihe new Society teem 
to lie idetitka] with llioac pro]ioiinilrd in 
Mr. OoBttr*'" teller to Mr. LiLAtiatONK, 
noticed in our colutnnn a few iluyn ago. 
Tbr prorijiecthji. iu quoted by the ('< iltmial 
May ttii ur m «1utta llie Society'* general ob- 
ject to be, "to uid in obtaining for every 
dependency, which i.i a true colony of 
Kngliuul, Qw real nod nolo management 
of all local ttftdra by the colony itnelf." 
Hut we rejoice to find, that in the pttrw- 
ention of thi» objecl, Iherc is no (bought 
of i-..».i|i-f Lhc colonies adrift. Un tbe 
contrary, tho Society ituwb its convic- 
lion, that the municipal or local inde- 
i.r . which it would procure fur the 
colonic*, " inalead of being incompatible 
with allegiance to the Crown of lingland, 
i* really calculaled to aulwljtule for grow, 
ing (lijaneclioii, and for the prewnt dan. 
get of a dirimemberment of the ltrituiii 
cntjiire, a loyal and dtivolcd allacbincnt 
on the part of the colonies towards the 
mother crouritry." An a Decennary neque] 
to this declaration, we are aaaitred lhat 
while another mail) object of the Society's 
endeavours ia to ralievo the mother 
country frum the whole cipen-itc of the 
local government of colonics, it eicrpta 
no much uf the cipcnHC an relates to " the 
difeaee of Ihe colony from aggrc 
by foreign power* at war with the em- 
pire" 

Jlow, coupling this movement with 
IjOrdJotix ttrntELt-'e avowal in the House 
of Common*, and looking at both id con- 
nexion with other portentous sigm of 
Ihe times, such aa the anneialion project 
in Canada, ihe recent triumph of the agi- 
tation at tbe Cape, and thecUraofoiis do- 
mand throughout England and Scotland 
for Financial Itrfbrtn., the colonics may 
rent satisfied lhat the day of their deh- 
veruiice from the thraldom of Downing- 
strpcl has already dawned, and will 
ripccilily attain it* meridian. With a 
Society composed of Member* of both 
Houses of Parliament, able and energetic 
■ten. and representing, an before ob- 
served, the venous parties in the 
State, all ckfneally btnt on achieving 
■ lu- dcbiernnce at the earliest 
possible period — and with a Minietry 
predisposed to with well to the enter- 
prise — defeat is impossible, .access in- 
evitable. 

Bnl the Society calls upoe the colonies 
to rally round it* ataadanl.

Fjigland is willing to concede 
lo us all our local liglils, without with- 
drawing rrom us the shelter uf her 
mighty arm. Not only is she ready lo 
bid un be free, bul to guarantee ourfrce- 
dom against all the world, Then*vh}' 
prate airout /~ruows for -wring the link 
ivbieb binds us to her side ? Why re- 
nounce our fealty lo the Throne in whoso 
pntcnt guardianship our repose, our 
aa/cly, our every existence as as inde- 
pendent community, consists ? To play 
surh a prank would tie to perpetrate a 
deed of folly, of madness, of political 
suicide.

On the fifth of this month we put a fen- 
home questions to the Rev, Dr. Land, 
who has hot yet found leisure to answer 
them, few as they were. At lhat time 
we did not know wliat wc now know, 
bejring ujmn the aiith of these questions, 
relative to the power of disposal, whirl] 
Br. I .aiso reserved to himself, over lhc 
land belonging to (he immigrant* pet 
Lima, which he appointed Mr, William 
1'mnii* to select under the Land 
Order transmitted to this gentleman. 
|lnis power I1t. LjiJta ban nctciscd 
in a manner, fur whirl,, extraordinary as 
has all bis conduct hitherto in other res. 
pects 1" en, we were quite unprepared, 
and which indeed almost staggers belief. 

In .lune, IrllH.llr, Laxo, having re. 
ceived from nevera! of the emigrants, 
per Lima, moneys to the amount of 
£111)11, lo be applied in the purchase of 
colonial lands and passages to the colony 
per Lima, on their account, nt the rale of 
»0 acre* and a passage for every £ 1 00. 
issued to these individuals hi* own 
orders for land addressed to Mr, Pktti- 
obew, and provided the passages agreed 
Tor, and also purchased a land order. No. 
- 1 . dated the 16th Jnne, in which the 
Commissiottct* of Colonial Lund and 
Emigration certified that I h\ Lawo had 
paid into their hands the sum of £8JII, 
and (hat he was entitled to a re- 
mission to the extent of lhat sum 
in the price of lands, in the Sydney 
district, to be purchased hy him, or such 
person as might be appointed by hint, 
and notified by the (Jnmmissionem an his 
agent for the purchase, in the name and 
on the behalf of the depositor. This 
(.and tinier. No. 31, together with a cer- 
tificate of like or rmbnequent date, ac- 
quainting the Colonial Government that 
Mr. PrrriiikEw had been appointed by 
I)r. Lax., in the usual manner, to select 
the land on his behalf, was preienied hy 
lhat gentleman at the Colonial Treasury, 
and they were admitted a* valid docu- 
ments. Mr. I'm f si. ii i w at the same 
time requested that the Government 
wuuld issue the Deeds of the land in fa. 
vour of parlies to be named by him ; — 
a request which gate rise to ■ legal 
question. In the coarse of the corn. I dp. 
ration of this question, which threatened 
to go vcrv adversely In the interest* of 
the imnij grant*, Mr. rnrnoaEW pro- 
duced a letter, written to him hy Dr. 
U.vii on the eve of the tailing of the 
Lima, and lour or live day* after tbe 
date of the Land Order, No. 21, recog- 
nising him as surveyor to Dr. lotto's 
colonisation enterprise for the Morcton 
Hay quarter, and specifying the names 
or the emigrants per Lima, who were 
entitled (o land by virtue of 
that order, with the numbers of 
■crea respectively, which they were to 
receive. Hereupon it appears that the 
Oovernment resolved to atretcb a point, 
in order lo accommodate (he parties who 
had entrusted the monagemcnl of their 
land claims to Dr. Land, and instructed 
the proper officer at Moreton Bey to 
allow them lo purchase land at any of 
the sales to the Client of the trims set 
against their several names in Dr. 
LAfru'a letter lo Mr. I'tTnoaiiw, but 
directed him to intimate to them, that their 
deed* would hot be issued, until Dr. Lawn 
should sanction the apportionment. This 
good-natured arrangement appeared very 
satis factory, nobody ever could have 
doubted lhat Dr. Lang would hare 
gladly acquiesced in it, and consequently 
some of the parties concerned exercised 
their righj. lo purchase. Several hundred 
grounds worth of Land was appropriated 
under this arrangement, at the sales 
lately held in Brisbane, and those of the 
immigrants named, who did not then see 
Lota that suited them, considered them- 
selves perfectly secure at whatever time 
they might Hnd it convenient lo buy.
